last night. as they strove to compose 
themselves, the search at the scene | 
of the wreck was maintained: The 
battleship Wyoming, which had 
picked up eight persons, made a 
final survey. and then’ steamed! for 
the Virginia coast, while three Coast 
Guard ¢eutters continued their tragic 
patrol in the waste of waters. The 
searchers reported that no sign of 
the missing had been found. 

While the agents of the line, San- 
derson & Son, maintained silence on 
the behavior of the captain and the 
crew, wishing to investigate fully be- 
fore making a statement, passengers 
declared that Carey had sent out an 
S O 8 call on Sunday when the vessel 
first got into trouble. They charged 
that he had canceled this call, and 
thus delayed rescue. 

Refusing to discuss this until of- 
ficers, exhausted last night, had re- 
covered, the agents attempted to ex- 
plain the cause of the wreck. They 
said that a preliminary investiga- 
tion had indicated that automobiles 
in the cargo had get loose and 
smashed about Sunday while a full 
gale raged. 

Survivors, however, ‘declared that 
the ship had not been tight when she 
sailed, Members of the crew rein- 
forced this by declarations that wa- 
terproofing about port holes on lower 
decks had rotted and that “water 
by the ton” poured in. One passen- 
ger said he had changed his cabin 
three times because of this inflow. 
Another explanation for the sinking 
of the liner waz that she had ‘sprung 
a leak forward and wate:-tight com- 
partments had not held. 

Tuttle to Investigate. 

These reports and allegations, 
coupled with vigorously worded com- 
plaints that the ship and the missing 
passengers had. been lost through 
“criminal. negligence,” . , brought 
prompt action from the Federal Gov- 
ernment. United States “Attorney 
Tuttle announced that he ‘would in- 
vestigate at once and thoroughly. 

Issuing a call to all survivors to 
appear at his office this morning, 
Mr. Tuttle said that he would: not 
be held back by any technicalities of 
international jurisdiction that might 
present themselves, He said that a 
drastic and ‘sweeping inquiry was 
dictated‘by the loss of so many per- 
sons of American citizenship, no} 
matter undér which registry the Ves· 
tris had steamed. 

As a preface to his inquiry the 
United States Attorney was quick 
to check the records of inspection. of 
the steamship. Although sailing un- 
der a foreign flag, the Vestris was | 
subjéct to periodic inspection by the 
Steamboat Inspection Service of the 
United States Department. of Com- 
merce, The records showed that she 
was 80 inspected on Noy. 7. 

Ghastly Narratives Told. 

While these investigations and 
charges. were being set. up.in the 
foreground of the worst maritime 
disaster. of recent years, none of.the 
sheer horror of the wreck was soft- 
ened. Ghastly narratives were told

and lightning—forked streaks of 
purple in the sullen, somber sky— 
and the unending threat of the 
clutching sea. 
Bitterness Is Unabated. 
But even as they told their graphic 
stories. the survivors did not let 
their anger grow less. If anything, 
it seemed as if the bitterness of the 
passengers mounted with the pas- 
sage of the hours, and the dead cap- 
tain and his officers were the vic- 
tims. 
“The women and children in the 


boats were murdered as plainly as | 


if they had been hit over the head 
with a hatchet,” declared T. E. 
Mack, a consulting engineer from 
Wyoming, who was saved by the 
Berlin: of the North German Lloyd. 
His charges were reinforced by his 
traveling companion, O. L. Moxey of. 
Virginia. 


i Standing on the top deck, the man 


said, they saw boat after boat carry 
its. passengers to.their doom. They 
added the charge .that the captain 
had been dilatory in flashing a radio 
call for help “just to save a few 
dollars.”. .They- insisted that every- 
bedy on the ship had known that 
something was wrong twenty-four 
hours before the order to abandon 
ship had been given at 1:25 P. M. 
Monday. 

They and other survivors told how 
members of the crew, in occupancy 
of. boats, refused te take them 
aboard. Another passenger who 
made the charge that help had been 
refused by the crew, largely negroes 
from Brazil and the Argentine, was 
a woman, 

Noticed Hole in Lifeboat. 

-- She was Mrs, Earl F. Devore, 
whose. husband is listed as missing. 
She and her husband were in life- 
boat No.8, -the ‘boat with the hole 
repaired by a piece~of tin. With 
them in the boat were Mr. and Mrs, 
Norman K. Butea, algo’of Los An- 
geles. 

Despairing ‘of keeping the boat 
afloat, although the women joined 
the men in desperate bailing, Mrs. 


‘Devore said she had hailed another 
‘lifeboat, in which four members of 


the. crew rode alone. They came 
near. and she leaped to the second 
boat. .The men refused to wait for 
her husband and: the others to fol- 
low, she said, ~ 

“They said they must save those 
swimming around in the’ sea,” said 
Mrs. Devoe, “and they did not seem 
to ‘understand English. They re- 
sponded every time a negro member 
of the crew. called to them in Portu- 
guese-or in Spanish, but apparently 
did: not understand the cries for help 
in. English that were issuing from 
all around.” 

The young woman, who saved a 
wire-haired terrier, carrying her pet 
through Monday night, as she was 
tossed. in the beat—-the only woman 
in. a boatload of negroes—paused 
wa Pe her eyes filled. 

‘As the men. rowed away,” she 
said, “I.heard my husband shout, 
‘Help! we.are sinking!’ ”

A seaman said that he had | === 
reported this condition to an officer 
shortly before the Vestris developed 
her great list. Water from the port, 
he said, had flowed in great quantity 
down into the coal bunkers and into 
the eargo holds. 
Third class passengers, whose 
humble accommodations below decks 
brought them near the conditioris re- 
ported by the crew, also told of the 
water flooding in. The pumps were 
set in motion, the steerage passen- 
gers said, but their steady operation, 
sucking up the water and sending it 
out vents in the side, seemed wholly 
inadequate to the task. 

Says Crated Autos Shifted. 
As the Vestris listed the water be- 


‘gan coming in through ports in the 


cabins and this ran down to add to 
the burden of water already rising 
in .the cargo holds. One seaman, 
resting with his mates at the Sea- 
man’s Church Institute in: “Front 
Street, said that the surging water 
in the holds had sweyt the crated 
automobiles against the bulkheads, 
The great crates, driven with awe- 
some force, probably crumpled the 
compartments. 

James Rae, a dining room steward 
on the Vestris, charged that the pins 
in the blocks, used for lowering the 
lifeboats, had been rusty. They could 
not be pulled out, he declared, when 
the lifeboats reached the surface of 
the water, and the men at the blocks 
had been ordered not to cut the ropes 
for tear of having the boats hurled 
against the sides of the steamship.

GAREY FORTY YEARS 
IN EMPLOY OF LINE 


Sinking of the Vestris His First 
Accident Except for Tor- 
pedoing of the Titian.

Loss..of Commodore of Lamport & 
Holt Line Shocks Wife and 
Friends in England. 


Captain William J. Carey, who, in 
accordance with the tradition of the 
sea, remained to.the last on his ship, 
the Vestris, and was drowned when 
it sank, was 59 years old and had 
been in the employ of the Lamport 
&-Holt Line for forty years. ‘The 
sinking of the Vestris with the loss 
of his own and more than 100 other 
lives was the first accident in his 
long sea career, although one ship 
of which he was mastcr, the Titian, 
of the Lamport & Fol? Line, was 
torpedoed and sunk during the war. 

An old friend and former mate un- 
der him,. Captain ‘William Bamber, 
now master of the Lamport & Holt 
steamship Swinburne, yesterday told 


‘|reporters that Captain Carey was 


well known as a fine master and a 
good disciplinarian. 

He was of Irish birth and his home 
was in Liverpool, where his widow 
now lives. He was the father of two 
sons, one of whom is master of the 
Raphael and the other second officer 
of the Leighton, both of the Lam- 
port & Holt Line. 

From 1914 until after the armistice 
Captain. Carey commanded ships in 
the transatlantic service, carrying 
supplies, and later troops to Europe. 
In addition to the Titian. which was 
torpedoed,~.he commanded two or 
three other ships during the war.

Mitchel’s 
Administration was extraordinarily 
successful. Idealism found its vin- 
dication in practical gains. 

“This memorial, erected ten years 
after his death, symbolizes the affec- 
tion of a host of friends and the 
gratitude of a great community. It 
is a tribute to a pure and noble char- 
acter, a brave man who brought to 
the round of prosaic civic duties the 
charm of a chivalric devotion,’’ 

Frank L. Polk, who succeeded 
Cleveland H. Dodge as Chairman of 
the General Committee of the memo- 
rial, unveiled and presented it to the 
city. It consists of an abutment at 
the Ninetieth Street entrance to 
Central Park, with two ornamental

_ Too great freedom on the part of 
public men in making rémarks about 
other nations: is .afine old: English 
trait. Dr. ‘JOHNSON “May not count, 
though his amiable saying that ‘for- 
eigners seemed to him to be “ mostly 
fools” has tacitly been: adopted in 
mary an official, British. utterance. 
Lord PALMERSTON was perhaps .the 
most bluff Foréign ‘Sectetary who 
ever —lectured-“other ‘countries; but 
others ran him a-cloge, second. -One 
of Lord SaLispurRY’s “ blazing indis- 
cretions’”’ was to speak .of Spain as 
‘one of the “dying nations.” Even 
@ great Liberal like GLADSTONE was 
not above leveling his moral thun- 
ders across‘the sea. During his elec- 
toral campaign of 1880 he used ex- 
trem2ly: harsh words ‘about Austria 
for which later, when he became 
Prime Minister, he had-to-apologize.

CORPORATION PROFITS AND 
’ ‘DEFICITS. 

In last Monday’s official analysis 
of - corporation ‘income returns for 
1927 the substantial decrease in 
gross incdme from’ 1926 ‘attracted 
most: attention. But another aspect 
of the classified reports was even 
more striking. - Out of 452,853 -com- 
panies filing returns, 203,006, or 
nearly 45"per cent: reported a def- 
icit’in earnings.for the year. That 
the number had not been increased 
to exceptional proportions purely by 
the Autumn trade reaction of 1927 
is showh by the fact that, even in 
the uninterrupted~ trade - prosperity 
of .1926.and 1925, the proportion of 
business companies reporting deficits 
was, -respectively,. 43 and 41 per 
cent. ‘Measured; however, by the 
gross income reported for last year 
by companies with a surplus: income 
and-by» companies, with: none, the 
ratio..of deficit-reporting concerns 
was -19 per cent. This would indi- 
cate that the deficit class was made 
‘up of ‘companies with smaller aver- 
age. earnings ana mnaller capita 
tion." ; 

Since the. total gross income stated 
by_companies with no net profits 
reached the substantial sum of $24,-

TO PREVENT ANOTHER SCANDAL 

CONNOLLY and one of his associ- 
ates in’ Queens: have been brought 
to book: The long arm of-the Fed- 
eral Government has reached out to 
penalize others .who - profited .from 
the evil conditions which existed 
under his régime. The man who in- 
herited the office of ‘Borough Presi- 
dent from CONNOLLY: has: been: de- 
feated at the polls, and the full 
force of public opinion will support 
Mr. HARVEY in his efforts to scrap 
the whole corrupt machine that for 
so long ran the Government. of the 
borough. The recent scandal differs 
from those of other days. in that the 
sewers themselves, out of which it 
grew, appear to be well constructed 
and adequate to the public need,’ Be- 
fore the incident passes into history, 
however, ‘there remains ‘the task of 
preventing its recurrence and mak~ 
ing it impossible; or at least, more 
difficult, for public officials to mulct 
home owners of the city for their 
own illicit profit, 

That is a matter not only of men 
but of measures. Controller BERRY 
made the. excellent. suggestion. to 
the Board of Estimate that it should 
consider changes in the present pro- 
cedure of awarding ‘contracts for 
city improvements to permit of more 
effective audit and-control. ‘The Con- 
troller ‘himself has ‘not been free 
from criticism.on:this score. It has 
been’ charged that he, as the. fiscal 
agent of the municipality,- should 
have known what was going on and 
somehow managed to prevent it. To 
this he makes the explicit ‘retort 
that ‘there is no provision : in the 
present Charter which allows afly 
city official to question prices in 4 
contract awarded ‘by a. Borotgh 
President, and that: such a contract 
stands in law unless it can be shown’ 
that it contains, the elements of 
fraud and collusion. 

The Controller would like to see the 
whole situation further. investigated. 
The Board of Estimate has approved 
his plan and’ Mayor WALKER, under 
the .board’s authority, has appointed. 
a competent commission—including 
Lieutenant Governor-elect HERBERT 
H. LEHMAN, who has already delved’ 
deeply into city finances on behalf 
of the Mayor—to conduct the inves- 
tigation and recommend such reme- 
dial measures as ppove prac- 
ticable.

- Yes,” said ‘Ernie, “‘but track athletics shouldn't be 
buried alive just: because football is a popular Fall 
sport. A-few months ago we were all excited about 
the Olympic Games and how we had failed to win 
more races on the flat and what we should do about 
it to get better results at the next set of games.

Judge Fuchs-on the Bench. 


There was considerable, astonishment when Judge 
Emil Fuchs, former magistrate in this city, announced 
that he would manage the. Boston Braves himself. dur- 
ing the coming season. It appears that he isn’t a 
*“‘practical baseball man,”’ and only a “‘practical base- 
ball man” can manage a ball club with any degree of 
success. 2 

That idea sesms to be open to question, according 
to Judge Fuchs. He himself has had several ‘‘prac- 
tical baseball. men’’ managing the Braves in recent 
seasons. The bést that can be said of their managing 
was that on some days the Braves lost only one. game: 
Dave Bancroft and Rogers Hornsby were ‘‘practical 
baseball men,’’ and they got nowhere with the team. 
Judge Fuchs can ‘at least tie that record. He may do 
better. It’s only fair to give him a chance. 


No-one expects the Judge to adopt a Napoleonic 
pose in a corner of the dugout and flash signals to the 
pitcher for every wind-up. On all major league clubs 
there are a-few players, principally pitchers and 
catchers, who know the strong points and weak points: 
of enemy hitters. It was Miller Huggins who said: 

“Good players make good managers.’’ 

If Judge Fuchs can gather enough good players 
around him, he may yet prove himself: a good man- 
ager on that basis, even if he isn’t a ‘‘practical base- 
ball man,”’ 


Where the Judge will need a little help is in picking 
out the real prospects among the rookies on the club 
through the season or in the Spring training period. 
He has Johnny Evers to aid him in that. important 
matter, and Johnny should know a ball player when 
he sees: one, 

‘By the way, the Phillies have had “practical base- 
ball men” as managers for the last ten years, haven’t 
they? Judge Fuchs is entitled to his day in court and 
his season on the bench if he wants it. It’s an inter- 
esting experiment, and baseball fans all over the 
country will watch what happens.

The commission, however, accord- 
ing to Harold.Riegelman, counsel, 
requires such .dwellings to comply 
with certain standards. regarded as 
essential for reasonable fire protec- 
tion and sanitation, 


“Tf there is but.a single ‘means of 
egress, the halls and stairs must be 
equipped with a’ sprinkler system. 
Doors opening into. halls ..must 
self-closing,’” he explained. “‘Cellar 
ceilings and stairs must be protected 
against fire. unless they are already 
prow to the patiataetion of the 
proper city department, Stairs in 
converted dwellings exceeding three 
stories and basement in height, un- 
less occupied by not more than one 
family on any floor, and those ex- 
—— two stories and basement in 
height, if occupied by more than one 
family on a floor, must: be carried 
through a ‘fire-resigtive bulkhead to 
the roof. Doors opening into halls 
must be -self-closing. 

*“Rooming houses must ovide 
one toilet. for each. five sleeping 
rooms, but not more than one on 
each floor. .In other . converted 
dwellings there must be one to each 
apartment. Such sanitary. facilities 
may be ventilated bya shaft at least 
nine square feet in area. 

“If space is provided for cooking 
it may be either a full-sized kitchen 
or a fire-resistive closet or recess 
not more than two and one-half feet 
deep opening into a room which has 
a window to the outer air. 

“Owners of such dwellings have 
two years in which to comply with 
these provisions. 

‘The commission’s recommenda- 
tions are based on the conviction 
that a proper regard~for fire haz- 
ards and minimum standards of de- 
cency in converted dwellings make 
ond of these requirements essen-
